For MONTH of MARCH, 1938 
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Breeders Took Fine Doddie Showing to the Southland 


The Florida State Fair for 1938—varied 
to the extreme—proved highly interesting 
to your first-time visitor. While claiming 
our reservations at the hotel at Tampa, 
Secretary Tomhave who had arrived just a 
few minutes earlier by train, joined our 
party for an immediate excursion to the 
show grounds. it was Monday morning, 
January 31st, and the out of state cattle 
were arriving and being laid away in their 
rice straw beds. One row of stalls was 
empty. They had been assigned to Elliott 
Brown, of Rose Hill, Iowa, who had missed 
every connection along the way. A wire 
each few hours however showed that he 
was really making progress toward the 
great city of Tampa. Among the cowmen 
there was some doubt whether he should 
reach the show ground before Gasparilla 
and his famed pirates were scheduled to ar- 
rive by way of the bay and river port in 
their three masted sailing ship, Jose Gas- 
par, and sure enough the pirates beat 
Elliott to it. They bombed the city, landed 
their savage marauding crew. Busied them 
selves with preparations for one of the 


cattle arrived finally and were placed in 
their stalls about 9:00 o’clock Tuesday 
morning. At 12:30 Elliott, with more or 
less assistance from the lads who were al- 
ready in place, gave the signal that he was 
ready for the fray. 

Col. A. D. Bradshaw, of Smithshire, Ilin- 
ois, had been assigned the task of presid- 
ing in the show arena which had been ar- 
ranged under cover at the far end of the 
big barn. In this arena he spent the fore- 
noon placing the Florida bred cattle, only a 
portion of which were later included in the 
main bout with the highly fitted visitors. 

J. B. Simonton, pioneer Florida Aber- 
deen-Angus breeder located near Micanopy, 
had brought down a pair of herd bulls, and 
several pens of cows with calves, and hei- 
fers, just to show the Florida folk that 
there really were some good, well bred, 
Aberdeen-Angus beef cattle in the state. 
His cattle were presented in pasture condi- 
tion only, being brought right in from the 
pastures which are none too good at this 
season of the year. These cattle showed a 
good foundation. 


His registered Aberdeen-Angus bull, Black- 
bird’s Emulate, bred and grown upon his 
Florida ranch and fed Florida grown feeds 
was indeed a smooth, well finished individ- 
ual. At two years of age he was weighing 
1080 pounds, and not in too high flesh, just 
a real growing condition. This weight is 
practically double that of native bulls of 
the same age that have been grown out un- 
der similar feed conditions. So it is evi- 
dent that better beef can be made in the 
South and will be made in the South when 
proper thought and attention is given the 
business. 

A first cross calf in the Williams display, 
derived from a native cow and a registered 
Aberdeen-Angus bull, showed material im- 
provement over the native stock. The calf 
at eighteen months of age had been fed and 
fitted, he was about as far along as he 
would go economically. He was black in 
color, had no horns, was lower set, a trifle 
wider and deeper in body, and showed a 
better loin and twist. He weighed about 
200 pounds more than his dam.

4700 Miles on an Observation Tour Reveals Possibilities 


There has been more or less discussion 
for a number of years concerning the pos- 
sibilities for beef cattle expansion in the 
Southeast portion of the United States, i. e., 
Florida and her neighbor states along the 
Gulf of Mexico. Being of a rather inquisi- 
tive turn it was decided to make a brief, 
rather hurried survey of the situation, the 
trip to include a visit to the Florida State 
Fair which was held at Tampa, the last 
week of January and the first week of Feb- 
ruary. 

It was four o’clock in the afternoon of 
Thursday, January 27th. Some late mater- 
ial for the February issue of the Journal 
had been received and taken care of. In 
other words my part in the preparation of 
the February issue had been completed. 
Someone in the office remarked: “Thought 
you were going to the Florida fair.” The 
answer was: “I am.” Five minutes later 
a new V-8 was turning her first miles on 
the way to Des Moines where Mr. J. V. 
Arney, who has land interests in the Flor- 
ida citrus section was picked up, just for 
company, or balast, or something—anyway 
John was splendid company and an aston- 
ishingly good guide for he had made several 
trips to the Southland during his ownership 
of this land. By six-thirty we were on our 
way to Leon where Mr. Arney has a fine 
herd of cattle. Here we remained over night 
in order to leave some instructions at the 
farm. 

By nine o’clock Friday morning the pav- 
ing was again slipping under the new Ford 
at a steady rate. Cape Girardo on the Mis- 
sissippi was reached by dark. By this time 
the snow and the ice of Iowa had been for- 
gotten, the heavy overcoats replaced by 
lighter ones. At day light the river was 
crossed. Cairo soon came into sight. Down 
through the opening in the water wall we 
slipped to the ferry boat that was to take 
us across the Ohio river. The river was 
standing at twenty-eight feet and running 
swiftly. It seemed incredible that the great 
flood of ’37 should have approached the 
top of the levee wall some fifty feet above 
us, but the sand bags were still laying 
there in tact and the water stains showed 
that the water level had gone above the 
stone and cement barrier upon which these 
bags rested. The highway on the Tennessee 
side was under construction, hence the ferry 
plowed out into the Ohio, headed down 
stream, passed out into the Mississippi and 
docked at Wycliff some miles down the riv- 
er. Once again we were off. This time 
headed for Birmingham, Alabama, which 
destination was reached shortly after dusk. 
After leaving the corn country of Iowa, we 
had entered the tobacco and cotton sections 
of the southland. The latter were the two 
principal crops in sight. 

The Sabbath was spent coasting along the 
splendid highways toward Tampa. More 
cotton, more tobacco, and cattle. This is an 
open range country with live stock running 
at will in both rural and urban territories 
alike. Shortly after entering Florida we 
veered to the right which brought us close 
to the west coast along the Gulf, through 
the ’glades and more cattle country. The 
cattle are small and thin. Mature matrons 
looked like they might weigh from 550 to 
650 pounds each. Young calves were out of 
proportion in size as compared with their 
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mothers. A vast majority of the cattle 
show distinctly signs of having come from 
a Jersey foundation. These cattle browse 
along the highways and in the pine forests 
as well as in the shallow waters of the 
*glades where they pick off the water grass 
at the surface of the water. Here and there 
what looked like good pasture lands had 
been partially cleared. These had recently 
been burned over to dispose of the old, 
tough grass, which would within a few days 
be replaced with new and more tender 
shoots that were to furnish the early spring 
pastures. By this time we had entered a 
section where nearly all the timber was 
carrying full foliage and flowers were 
blooming profusely, at random. Wild and 
handsome were the flowers. By night we 
had reached Brookfield some 1600 miles 
from home and only about 40 miles above 
Tampa. 

The few miles to Tampa were soon cov- 
ered the next morning. The story of the 
Tampa show has already been told. So far 
the impression gained was to the effect that 
there is a heavy cattle population in the 
Southland, that there are possibilities of do- 
ing a great work there in building up the 
quality and putting these cattle on a paying 
basis. So far the general impression is that 
this work will be slow, in fact a crossing 
or building up process. In this change Ab- 
erdeen-Angus bulls are destined to play a 
big part for they produce an even colored, 
thicker, deeper bodied animal without horns. 
Distinct advantages over any program of 
improvement through the use of any other 
variety of beef sire. Next issue we shall 
give more details as to observations made 
following the show.

‘udging a class of Aberdeen An- 
Phi gen [always think it well ag vey 
the whole class over 1n a general way first. 
This is tone by walking the length of the 
full line of cattle, and view them in a gen- 
eral way from the rear; then come back 
along the front of this line of cattle and 
get a general view from the front. In this 
way a judge is able in a general way to 
not only pick out what looks to be the top 
animals, but also to form .an opinion, not 
only of the type and thickness of the cattle 
in the ring, but by going up the front side of 
the class, he is able to see the bad heads 
and the good heads. f . 

With this general view in mind, and if 
there is room to do so in the ring, the 
next thing I would do is to walk the class of 
cattle. In this way, the judge is able to geta 
view of each animal from a distance, and 
can quite accurately pick out the top ani- 
mals from the standpoint of type, depth of 
body, lines, and character. He can then 
line them up in about the order they look 
to him to be the best. Then when they are 
lined up from this first walk, he can go 
into detail by feeling the animals and sort- 
ing them out more carefully from this 
standpoint. Then as a final check up, if he 
walks them again, stops them while walk- 
ing to get a good side view, he can pretty 
accurately place the class to suit himself 
at least. 

In placing a class of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle, type is very important. This means 
that the animal must be short-legged, pro- 
portionately short coupled, with a good 
short, broad head, and with an evenness 
throughout. If you have this short-legged 
early developing type, you have half the 
battle won. So for that reason, type should 
be looked for first when judging an animal. 

Presuming you have type, you, of course, 
look further. You want an animal with 
style and character and carriage. In the 
case of the female, she should look like a 
female, be feminine in her character, and 
not be staggy. This means a nice clean-cut 
typical Aberdeen-Angus head, clean-cut 
throat, with a neck feminine, but short and 
neatly attached to the shoulder. This is a 
point a good many people overlook. You 
see females being put up that are beefy, 
but have a plain, sluggish or staggy ap- 
pearance to them that spoil them if you are 
looking for a real aristocrat in the Aber- 
deen-Angus family. We’ve got to have 
some class to pure bred cattle. 

The shoulder of an Aberdeen - Angus 
should be examined when judging. It wants 
to have enough width on top to make it the 
opposite from the pointed dairy shoulder. 
I like to be able to lay the flat of my hand 
on the top of the shoulder and feel not only 
breadth, but also meat. The side of the 
shoulder should be laid in neatly and be 
covered with meat and the front of the 
shoulder and the shoulder vein also well 
meated and the point of the shoulder well 
laid in. When viewing the animal from the 
front, she should show plenty of width be- 
tween the front legs, giving her chest capa- 
city as well as thickness. When looking at 
the shoulder from the rear, the shoulder 
should be laid in on the sides so that there 
IS an evenness all the way along the sides 
of the animal, and the shoulder laid in even 
with the heart girth. If you put a cane 
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What a Judge Seeks 


This is the First of a Series of Educational Discussions 


along the side of an animal from the shoul- 
ders to the rear end, it should touch all the 
way along. In that way you have an even 
sided, smooth shouldered animal. 

The lines of an animal both top and bot- 
tom are important. A smooth level topped 
animal is important. A weak backed one 
is bad, and should be avoided. A smooth 
thick meated, straight backed animal is 
what you are looking for. The same ap- 
plies to the under line. The chest of the 
animal should be full enough so it will give 
the straight appearance to the under line 
from the front to the rear. Very often an 
under line is made uneven because the ani- 
mal pinches up in the fore rib, or cuts up 
in the rear flank. The straighter the under 
line, the better, and to see this properly 
you should get far enough away from the 
animal to get the proper focus, and you 
will easily see then from the side view how 
the top and bottom line looks for straight- 
ness. 

Depth of the animal is important, but 
the trouble is that often when you get ex- 
tra depth, you get it by sacrificing spring 
of rib. In other words, to get the extra 
depth, the rib often seems to flatten out. 
It is well to get and look for an animal 
with depth in proportion to length of body 
and other qualities. However, I would never 
forgive an animal with a flat rib, because 
she had extra depth. After all, extra depth 
usually gives you an extra amount of cheap 
cuts on the lower part of the body; while 
extra thickness and spring of rib gives you 
that much more of the higher priced cuts 
along the back and ribs of the animal. 
However, in judging an animal look for 
enough depth of body to make the animal 
in proportion, and get enough depth of 
body to give it constitution and feeding 
qualities, but look out and don’t pick an 
animal with a long, flat rib. 

When viewing the animal for depth, and 
for straightness of lines, also look at the 
same time from the side view for the way 
their legs are set under them. Often you 
will get an animal too much hooked or 
crooked in its hind legs. This is a disfig- 
urement, and should be discounted. Their 
legs should be set under them squarely and 
firmly, one at each corner. There is, of 
course, such a thing as getting the hind 
legs too straight, which gives danger of 
the hock of the animal breaking forward. 
There has to be a certain amount of hook 
to the hock to give strength, but get all 
these things in proportion to the rest of the 
body. 

We come now to view the animal in de- 
tail from the rear. If you get behind the 
animal and look along its top and sides 
from the rear, you will see if the ribs are 
well sprung, if the crops are filled behind 
the shoulders with plenty of muscle, you 
can feel the width of the loin and make 
sure it is wide in proportion with the hip 
bones. You feel the hips of the animal and 
make sure these are laid in smoothly, even 
with the loin, and covered with meat. In 
other words, look for an animal the op- 
posite to one that has hip bones that you 
could hang your hat on. Then feel your 
loin for depth of muscle. You want a good 
thick loined animal, and one that is strong 
as well as thick right across its loin. Then 
from the hooks back to the tail head, you 


want an amimal long, level, and smooth, 
carrying the same width if possible at the 
pin bones as it has over the hips and loins. 
The whole rump wants to be well filled 
from the hips back, and long. A short rump- 
ed or droopy rumped animal is the opposite, 
and should be avoided. Then, of course, the 
animal wants to be well filled in its quarter 
and as deep and well rounded as is possible 
to get. This is a place we never seem to get 
our animals good enough, and should be 
carefully checked. 

By this time we have pretty carefully 
looked over our animals. While we have 
been looking, we have, of course, been feel- 
ing the animal to see if it has a nice, soft, 
pliabie hide, with nice silky soft hair. This 
quality is important, as it usually indicates 
the same fine quality in the grain of the 
meat. In addition, a soft hided smooth ani- 
mal is usually a better feeder than a thick 
tight hided animal. In this feeling of the 
hide, we should also be feeling for an ani- 
with a smooth, even covering, free from 
rolls or bumps. You also want a close rib- 
bed animal, and one thickly covered over 
the ribs. An open ribbed animal is usually 
bare in its covering over the ribs and rough 
in its covering over the ribs. Right here 
I might mention that I like an animal not 
only closely coupled to look at, but when 
you feel them, good and short from its last 
rib to its hip, you can take this into account 
when you are feeling the animal. 

The biggest mistake a man makes in 
judging an animal is often done when he 
gets too close to the animal, and gets fiddl- 
ing around with details and overlooks the 
general outline of the animal and type of 
the animal which he can only see accurately 
from a distance. Get your opinion of the 
general outline and type of the animal by 
viewing the animal from a distance first, 
where you get the whole animal within your 
focus; then when you get this in your mind, 
go up to the animal and feel for quality, 
covering, and smoothness and other things 
as outlined above. 

I remember when I was in college we 
were told that when looking at an animal, 
just imagine its legs were cut off at the 
body, and its head off the shoulder, and 
then get a perfect cylinder with as few 
bumps or depressions as you can which 
might go to spoil this perfect cylinder. If 
you get an animal that is a perfect cylinder 
set on short legs with a fine clean cut head, 
clean cut throat, and a short stylish neck, 
you would have what would nearly be a 
perfect animal. It is well, however, to note 
that nature will never let us produce a per- 
fect animal. All we can look for is one 
with as few faults and as many good points 
as possible. Never, however, forgetting 
that besides thickness, smoothness, and 
short legs, we must get some class and 
— as indicated by the head and 
neck.

When renewing his subscription recently 
Mr. C. F. Paymal, Lenox, Iowa, who has 
been breeding Aberdeen-Angus cattle for 
some time writes: “Have a hundred percent 
calf crop over a long period of time.” Mr. 
Paymal also reports his young cattle as 
coming along in fine shape. His plan calls 
for fifty breeding cows, a number that he 
hopes soon to attain.

The Outlooh 


The members of the Journal field staff 
have covered some twenty states since the 
last issue of the Journal went to press. One 
of the chief objects has been a rather care- 
ful survey of the cattle and feed situation 
in general, especially as these elements per- 
tain to the registered pure bred cattle busi- 
ness. A consultation has disclosed a gen- 
eral agreement on the subject. It appears 
quite doubtful whether a more hopeful con- 
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dition has existed in many years. There is 
on hand now in many sectors an abundance 
of feed, especially the roughages, together 
with quite a carry over of grains, such as 
corn, oats, barley, etc., anyone of which may 
be used in the development of young cattle 
and the maintenance of breeding herds. It 
seems that more than the usual amount of 
corn and sargo ensilages, together with 
bean hay are in evidence. Oats are a won- 
derful starting feed for calves, and general- 
ly speaking these babies are being ailowed 
a generous portion together with some corn 
and other grain crops which they are learn- 
ing to eat while yet at their mothers side. 

This business of -creep feeding calves 
while they are still nursing is an important 
factor in proper development. Many breed- 
ers, where they are so situated as to be able 
to efficiently handle the breeding cows, 
keep their calves up in lots and bring the 
cows in twice daily for their nursing. Thus 
the calves are not only kept under constant 
surveillance but their dams are checked 
twice daily. This sort of an arrangement 
gives the mothers much needed rest, and at 
the same time keeps the calves from run- 
ning off their milk fat while following the 
cows about the fields. Again they have an 
opportunity when thus handled to get in the 
fine habit of visiting the feed bunks fre- 
quently. As a result the visible number of 
highly conditioned, strong, vigorous, healthy 
looking calves is in excess of other years. 
It seems that more attention is being given 
to the proper development of the calves, 
which after all is the short cut to a success- 
ful beef cattle industry. 

It is plainly apparent that a great many 
more than usual of the calves being weaned 
this winter are not missing their mothers 
because of the fact that they are already 
well broken to the feed box. More calf fat 
than usual seems to have been preserved. 
This sort of management lends much to a 
better spring business which apparently will 
consume as fast as they are presented all 
of the good to choice and outstanding young 
cattle for breeding purposes. The number 
of bulls already moving into new homes 
seems quite above normal with the Aber- 
deen-Angus breeders. Everyone reports a 
strong demand from an ever more critical 
growing public. The pure bred men are 
looking for better bulls and they are having 
difficulty in satisfying their ambitions for 
extra quality and breed type and character. 
The men from the range and farmers who 
are growing cattle commercially have raised 
their sights also. These gentlemen are de- 
manding better bulls, they too are looking 
to quality as an essential factor in aiding 
them to garner a better price for their an- 
nual calf crop that must go mainly to corn- 
belt feed lots. Feeders too are realizing 
that quality in breeding counts for much 
when the finished product reaches the mar- 
ket places. 

So I say again, in so far as the Aberdeen- 
Angus breeding business is concerned it is 
doubtful, very doubtful, from what we have 
really seen on the farms, in the feed lots, 
at the markets, and among the _ breeders’ 
pens that Aberdeen-Angus are only holding 
their own, but we think they are rapidly 
forging ahead in the minds and hearts of 
the men and women who really love good 
cattle and appreciate the advantage of hav- 
ing the kind that never fails to give a good 
account of the feed consumed. 

Rangemen tell us that this breed is not 
alone capable of holding its own under their 
most trying conditions, but that the Bonnie 
Blacks come out of a bad winter in better 
condition than any breed of cattle they have 
ever handled.

This brings us down to the oncom 
season when the breeders throughout th 
nation will assemble in breeders sales pa 
in individual auctions their surplus cattle 
These cattle are not put upon the marke; 
this spring in a haphazard fashion. For the 
most part committees have been appointed 
to make the selections, and in many instap. 
ces these committees have been perhaps a 
bit too drastic in their exclusions. However 
such action only makes for better cattle jn 
the future. There are some individual draft 
sales in which the cattle have been just as 
carefully selected, for no man can thes 
days afford to take a chance on letting any. 
thing knowingly get by that will not make 
a “return customer” of his buyer. 


Then there are the dispersion sales jn 
which the owners are bringing to the pub- 
lic their most cherished breeding matron; 
and herd bulls. It’s a long time since s 
many outstanding opportunities have ap- 
peared in a single spring season for the 
procuring of the world’s best seed stock. 

——Editorial— 
Strictly Business 

Many are the auction sales held in this 
country. A few are private and many are 
consignor sales. These consignor sales wil 
average from 7% to 12% sale expense, 
some are even higher. The breeders who 
utilize these sales to dispose of their sur- 
plus cattle are glad to pay this amount and 
try to make the sale as good as possible. 
There are several reasons for this, one is 
publicity obtained by a high sale average, 
second to please the customers and bring 
them to the next sale and also to draw them 
back for private treaty sales. 

Besides these sales there are many breed: 
ers who have a few cattle and depend onthe 
buyers coming direct to them in order to 
sell their surplus, depending on the fact 
that their name is established and that thei 
customers are satisfied, they also draw the 
local trade, but they are not getting the 
price for their cattle that the breeder wh 
advertises will procure. The attitude o 
these breeders seems to be that all the 
breeders know us, but here are some figuré 
taken from the 1937 report of the Americal 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association. 

“The increase in new buyers in all parts 
of the country, the percentage of increased

Cattle are being Well Groomed for Breeders’ Sale at Lexingtop 


Following a fine dinner at the home of 
J. Harvey Allen, president of the Kentucky 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association, the 
sale committee composed of Mr. Allen, Mr. 
James S. Shropshire, secretary-treasurer 
and Mr. J. H. Quisenberry considered the 
many phases of properly publicizing the 
May 5th sale at Lexington. Mr. Julius G. 
Clark, a member of the committee was out 
of town and so was absent. However, his 
assistance may well be counted on at a later 
date. 


The task of selecting from the many en- 
tries for the sale was placed upon Mr. J. H. 
Quisenberry and myself. We were asked io 
refuse cattle not meeting a high standard, 
and after seeing many of the cattle being 
offered, our job of refusal was made very 
easy, as all breeders were of one mind, that 
of consigning only cattle of the right type 
and quality to properly represent the breed 
and to effectively promote Aberdeen-Angus 
in Kentucky. 

Our first selection naturally was made at 
Allenhurst, since we were there, and in an 
adjoining lot near the barns was found a 
fine group of heifers, some fourteen or fif- 
teen head, from which we selected eight 
head of very attractive, well bred indivi- 
duals. Mr. Allen gave us free rein in 
selecting from this group, and we possibly 
took a few that he might have preferred to 
retain in the herd. These heifers are 
daughters of the sire of many Louisville 
winners, Prince Elcho 3d. They will all be 
bred to Eileenmere 179th, the young bull 
that Mr. Allen secured from J. Garrett 
Tolan’s herd last summer. This bull is a son 
of Eileenmere 85th, the 1935 International 
grand champion. 

At the farm of R. M. Clark & Son also 
located near Lexington we found a fine lot 
of young bulls and some very tine heifers.

The task was left to my sole judgment at 
Hill Crest, J. H. Quisenberry’s herd, and 
although I might have enjoyed including an 
attractive little bull calf, that may be a his- 
tory making sire some day, he just wasn’t 
being offered to anyone.

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How Cheaply Can Beef Breeding Cows be Maintained 


The cows in this pen have all calved since 
March 1, 1937, and have properly raised and 
properly weaned their own calves. They 
received nothing but pasture during the 
past season, and remained outside until De- 
cember 11th. During the two heavy snow 
storms we had before that time, we distrib- 
uted some low grade hay on top of the snow, 
but aside from that these cows received 
nothing while outside but from the pasture. 

They were brought to the barn on De- 
cember 11th and since that time have re- 
ceived a very low grade over-ripe timothy 
—which the Agronomy Department tells us 
could not possibly be graded above grade 3 
—and up until this week, silage made from 
the stalks which were left after the sweet 
corn was broken off and sent to the factory. 
As you see them today, they are eating this 
low grade hay to appetite, also the pea vine 
silage which was made from the pea vine 
after the green peas were threshed at the 
factory, and a mineral mixture consisting 
of ground limestone, bone meal and salt. 
Every cow in this group is well along in 
calf, and every cow in

nell University) has concerned itself with 
the question of the part in the lie history 
and the 1attening of the central New Lork 
steer, pasture can well play. It is a well 
known tact that the meat business itselt, 
is much against the so-calied “pasture-fat- 
tened beer’ but some of that 1s based on 
none too sound experimental initormation, 
and furthermore, imuch of the so-called

‘The question arises as to whether, in 
piace ot much imported grain, there could 
not be developed in this state a superior 
type of well managed pasture, which would 
put the finish on steers so that for some 
markets they would be high enough in con- 
dition to be sold directly, or at least could 
be sold after thirty, sixty, or even ninety 
aays of forced dry feeding. 

it was to answer this question that we 
began in 1935 our experiment in maintain- 
ing steers on grass.

of fertilizer is superphosphate, we can com- 
mence to see the possibilities along this line 
for the production of not only steers, but 
also the raising and breeding of beef cows. 

Our whole beef breeding herd has been on 
land which has not been tilled for more than 
twenty-five years. In other words, it was 
land which could not make returns suffic- 
ient to cover the cost of production. And 
yet, on this land our breeding herd has been 
averaging more than a cow and calf per 
acre during each of the last three years. 

There may be, after all, a possibility of 
raising beef cattle and even partially fat- 
tening them on improved pasture here in 
central New York.

the use of good Aberdeen-Angus bulls the 
South will soon be able to materially in- 
crease its beef tonnage annually, and do it 
with a class of cattle that will demand and 
receive better prices than have been experi- 
enced in the past. Every person in the 
South interested in the improvement of 
beef cattle and the development of this in- 
dustry should get in touch with this office 
or the office of Secretary W. H. Tomhave 
at Chicago. Both agencies are ready to as- 
sist in any possible way with this work. 
The improvement of the beef cattle of the 
South does not in any way interfere with 
either the citrus grower or tobacco farmer, 
for their land will not for many years at 
least be diverted to any other use than the 
production of these crops. The range land 
and the range cattle industry which is of 
major significance in the South can be im- 
proved and no doubt will be. It’s up to the 
sponsors of better beef to see that the job 
is tackled from the right angle to bring re- 
sults. 

And now, to the show herds. Florida fair 
visitors were given quite a treat. The show 
strings included all the 1937 International 
grand champions except the Edwards Bro- 
thers bull from Watford, Canada. His ab- 
sence gave Elliott Brown’s bull, Envious 
Blackeap B. 6th, his opportunity to annex 
another grand championship ribbon. It was 
his International grand champion cow, Eri- 
anna B. 2d, that won the same honor here. 
Tolan’s International junior champion hei- 
fer, Blackcap Tolan 61st, repeated at Tam- 
pa. Ames Plantation’s popular Interna- 
tional junior champion bull, Ames Planta- 
tion Pride’s Eric, lost this round to the To- 
lan bull, Eileenmere 168th, a summer year- 
ling, carrying more age that showed a little 
more development than his contender, and 
for that reason was given the preference 
according to Judge Bradshaw. 

Along the line the other cattle stood 
pretty much as they had at most of the 
shows of last year, with the exception of a 
change or two. There was a nice crowd at 
the ringside and great interest was evi- 
denced as concerns the possibilities of de- 
veloping an improved commercial cattle in- 
dustry. Extended experimentation is de- 
veloping quite a satisfactory feed from cit- 
rus pulp which may lend quite a helpful 
hand in solving the cattle feed situation. At 
any rate there are in various parts of the 
state extensive beef cattle herds, consisting 
chiefly of native cattle, that must be im- 
proved in quality to better meet market de- 
mands, and the Aberdeen-Angus way has 
its advantages. No horns, therefore no 
screw worm losses from dehorning, a solid 
color, a thickening of flesh and deepening 
of the bodies—all becoming features in any 
beef cattle improvement program.

For MONTH of MARCH, 1938 
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“There had been many changes made in 
the years I was absent. Father and mother 
and the younger boys and girls had moved 
to town and the old homestead was for rent, 
so I and my older brother Mike, now the 
proprietor of the noted Glenfoil Farm near- 
by, moved into the old homestead, what is 
now known as the Brookside Farm, in the 
spring of 1888. 

“Here is where the real tug of war began. 
To start farming with neither money or 
= is a stunt that very few men can pull 
off. 

“We belonged to a race that goes neither 
hungry or dry as long as the wherewithal is 
- hand, so had nothing saved for the rainy 

ay. 

“There were horses, harness, plows and 
machinery of all kinds to buy, together with 
seed, wheat, oats, and corn and a hundred 
and one other things that takes money. But 
here blood told as in all other cases. Moth- 
er had been born in the town of Nenagh, 
County Tipperary, Ireland, and liked a good 
clean fight better than anything else in all 
the world. 

“It was the staying qualities that we in- 
herited from her that won the day. You 
are wondering what about my father. He 
was also born in Ireland, in County Cairn. 
He was what the Irish call a Cavin Kaeer, 
sooner run than fight. But he afterwards 
made many a bold stand for us boys, even 
to his last dollar. As time went on we made 
a friend once in a while and shortly every- 
thing seemed to come easier. We were 
farming in the regular way, growing crops, 
feeding hogs and cattle. We made some 
money. I was not quite satisfied so thought 
I would try what they call now the horse 
game. 

“T started to buy horses and seemed to 
do very well for a few years, but reverses 
came and the years 1893 to 1896 were more 
than I could stand, and I was forced to sell 
all to pay my debts, which misfortune turn- 
ed out to be a blessing for me. 

“It was while putting up the sale bills to 
advertise my little belongings that I stop- 
ped for dinner with our old friend, Mr. A. 
D. Rock of our own county. He inquired 
what I was going to try to sell anything at 
that kind of a time for. I told what had 
happened and he said ‘It’s all right, my boy, 
when you get them sold, come over and let 
me sell you a few nice cows and a black 
bull.’ ‘How can I buy cattle like them? I 
asked, when I can’t keep the few scrub cows 
I have?’ He said, ‘You just leave that to 
me. I don’t need the money. Pay me when 
they pay for themselves.’
